No need to keep looking at 
the calendar in bewilderment. 
Yes it was August, and yes, the 
crops were being harvested al¬ 
most a month earlier than tra¬ 
ditionally done so. 

"Harvest has been in full 
swing for about four weeks. It's 
really not your normal year," 
says Sandra Eppich of Alberta 
Agriculture in Olds. She was 
out in the field last Tuesday 
checking the progress of the 
harvest. 

But, as any farmer will tell 
you, just because it was an early 
harvest doesn't mean it has 
been the picture perfect year 
by any means. Yields are about 
average across this region with 
crops like barley, which is the 
most commonly grown crop in 
the area, ranging between 40 
and 50 bushels per acre for some 
of the better yields. Average 
yields, with average to below 
normal quality equals average 
dollar return in the area. Bar¬ 
ley weights ranging from 39 
pounds to about 52 pounds per 
bushel for the very high qual¬ 
ity product. 

"There has been quite a bit 
of variation not only in yield 
but in quality," says Eppich. 
She explains that the range of 
quality has varied immensely 
over the region. 

At first glance it might look 
like the weather this year fit 
together like a puzzle with a 
spring dry enough for farmers 


to get their crops in quite a bit 
earlier. 

"This area usually has quite 
a short growing season," says 
Eppich. Mother Nature blessed 
the farmers with a longer grow¬ 
ing season, but that in itself 
presented its own problems. 

However, it was that very 
early spring that caused the 
low yields. Without enough rain 
to get the crops going right 
away, some fields came up 
patchy. 

"There are some advantages 
to being able to get the crop off 
quickly, but crops didn't always 
have the right combination of 
rain and heat so the quality of 
the yield will vary," she said. 

She estimated that as of 
Tuesday, about 60% of barley 
had been swathed and about 
80% of canola, another major 
crop in the area, had been cut. 

Canola, which is a few weeks 
behind other crops, but still 
ahead of schedule, is starting 
to come off the fields this week. 

Another problem that has 
contributed to some of the poor 
conditions is that not only do 
we humans like warm dry 
weather, but so do the bugs. 

Murray Hartman, a cereals 
and oilseeds specialist from Al¬ 
berta Agriculture says that 
Lygus bugs were an issue this 
year, but because of an aggres¬ 
sive spraying campaign they 
were kept in control. Other 
bugs that caused somewhat of 
a problem were grasshoppers. 



not always encountered in this 
area. Some higher yielding 
crops are lodging, or bending 
over, which makes the harvest 
harder to get off, but is a sign of 
a good crop. 

The threat of frost becomes 
almost redundant when most 
of the crops in the area are well 
on their way to being ready for 
the market, explains Eppich. 

What all of this means is 
that the farmers in the area 
will be able to enjoy a more 


relaxing fall having already 
pulled almost everything out of 
the field. But with forecasts for 
a very cold and long winter, 
some new problems could crop 
up next year. 


But, there was one problem 
that was helped by the warm 
dry weather instead of aggra¬ 
vated. 

"The weeds have been less of 
a problem this year because of 
the dryness," said Hartman. 

But the overall picture isn't 
a bad one. There were showers, 
there was warm weather, and 
there was a longer growing sea 
son. 

Because of all of this, some 
farmers are seeing problems

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Funding announcement 
wont affect Didsbury

The bad news is that the latest announcement of a boost in 
transportation infrastructure funds won't affect Didsbury. 

The good news is that the reason we won't be affected is 
because we already got our share approved last year. 

The province announced last week that they would be 
putting about $150 million into transportation funding over 
the next three years to mostly the major municipalities, but 
with some money kept for the backlog of small rural municipal 
infrastructure programs. 

However, Wes Yeoman, town engineer, reports that when 
Didsbury applied earlier this year for funding to upgrade some 
local roads, they were given more than $430,000 which is 
funding many of the projects that Didsburians can see going on 
right now on local streets. 

"All the work we are doing this year is under this program,” 
says Yeoman. He explains that the funding is being dispersed 
over a three year period. 

"We've already received what I believe is coming to us," says 
Yeoman. He adds that the cash injection will likely go to rural 
municipalities who were either turned down in the last round 
of funding, or were only given partial funding. Neither of which 
is the case of the Town of Didsbury. 

Yeoman is quick to add that this doesn't mean that he 
wouldn't consider asking for more funding under the an¬ 
nouncement, but doesn't believe it is likely that Didsbury would 
be entitled to any of it.

Shooting incident in Sundre 

Sundre RCMP responded to a call early Saturday morn¬ 
ing to finds that an altercation had ended in someone being 
shot with a high powered rifle.

County to support Sunpine Decision

Sunpine support 

The County Council will back 
Sunpine Forest Products Ltd. 
in fighting a court decision that 
has halted bridge construction 
in the area, including the build¬ 
ing of Lone Pine Creek Bridge. 

A presentation was made to 
council by Greg Neale, Wood¬ 
lands Manager for Sunpine For¬ 
est Products Ltd. A federal court 
has ruled that permits issued to 
Sunpine at the federal and pro¬ 
vincial levels are invalid. The 
permits were for bridges built 
across the Ram River and Prai¬ 
rie Creek, near Rocky Moun¬ 
tain House, in order to allow 
logging access. The courts said 
that procedure wasn't followed 
in obtaining these permits. 

Because of this court deci¬ 
sion, Sunpine now has no way 
of getting wood out of the area, 
without using the bridges. Neale 
says the harvesting will be okay 
this season, but if this decision 
isn't resolved, there will be no 
way to harvest wood next sea¬ 
son. 

The council has decided to 
support Sunpine in their appeal 
process. The Sunpine Decision 
has resulted in a temporary halt 
to bridge approvals by the fed¬ 
eral government, which affects 
the Lone Pine Creek Bridge 
project (WNW 7-31-26-W4) in 


Division 3. 

"We're going to support try¬ 
ing to get this thing sorted out," 
said County Reeve Pat James. 
"We're all pretty concerned. We 
hope to get some normalcy into 
this thing." 


Senior housing resolution

It is possible that the Long 
Term Care Review Committee 
may be suggesting to move the 
Lodge Program under the Health 
Portfolio to help alleviate the 
shortage of long term care beds 
across Alberta.

It had all the potential of a baby 
bird about to take flight. It ended up a great big goose egg by my 
standards. 

The idea was that FOIP, which is now a governing act for all 
public bodies (ie. school board), would serve as a sort of big 
brother to all the children. For example, it prevents the schools 
from divulging information to the public, such as school marks, 
that might negatively affect the student. This is fair, in fact, this 
is a very wise move. 

However, FOIP to a small town reporter like me is a set of 
handcuffs. What FOIP says is that if I am going to take any 
picture, of any kids, then I must have a signed permission slip. 
Sounds like just a little bit of red tape right? Wrong! 

As a small town newspaper, the schools, the kids, and all of 
the activities involving the two are one of the lifelines of what 
fills this paper each week. I know this because in the summer 
when school is out, it is difficult for me to find a good feature 
photo. The schools want us to be there, the parents get upset 
if we aren't, and the kids love to see their picture in the 
newspaper. 

Let me provide an example. I hear that there is a team of local 
athletes that is going to the basketball championships. I want 
to come get a picture of the team playing. Let's say that Jane Doe 
goes in for a slam dunk, and I take a picture that I plan to run 
in the newspaper. A few days ago, I would have run this picture. 
But, starting this week I would not only have to have signed 
permission forms from Jane's parents, I would also have to have 
signed permission slips from the players that are in the 
background of the picture, even if it was a team from Calgary. 
Can you even begin to imagine the nightmare of trying to get 
a hold of all of those parents, having them sign a permission 
slip, and filing them for future reference. At that is at its best. 
What if I took a whole roll of pictures, then I would have to do 
the same for each picture that I took because I don't know which 
one is going to make it into the paper. 

But, if I am to follow the letter of the law, and protect the 
school and school board’s butts, I would have to do it. Sounds 
like a two day job, for one picture, doesn't it? Well, since I don't 
have that kind of spare time I can take the easy route and not 
print any pictures. But that wouldn't actually be any easier 
because 1 would probably spend the next two days taking calls 
from angry parents and coaches who felt that the newspaper 
was ignoring something important. I would simply have to 
agree with all of those angry people, and then I would have to 
show them a copy of FOIP to make them understand. 

And, the worst part is that blanket permission slips sent out 
at the beginning of the year don’t cut it, according to FOIP. 
Quote, "How can a parent approve a picture that hasn't even 
been taken yet, or they haven't even seen yet?" 

This is just one example, imagine all the ’ifs’ that this FOIP 
could present. And, let me tell you, trying to get an answer from 
the bureaucrats that had nothing better to do that day except 
create FOIP, on those ifs' is like running in a tight circle with 
my head between my legs. No one, not even the lawyers who 
were expensively hired to help people understand this law 
understand how it will affect you, they will admit that them¬ 
selves. Bottom line- this law was not well thought out, the basis 
was a good one, but the end result was horrific. And most 
importantly, they seem to be forgetting that the first three 
words in the name of this law are "Freedom of Information." 

So parents, teachers, coaches and any other public bodies 
whose events I don't cover, please forgive me and understand 
that the bureaucrats are freezing my camera. 
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Notes from Nigeria: Differences 

Dan and Janet Snyder are Didsburians who are missionaries in Nigeria. They are working at a 
school in Jos, Nigeria for the Evangelical Missionary Church of Canada, and Dan is teaching math 
and English, while Janet runs the library for the whole school. Both have been in the country 
periodically doing the mission work since the late 70's. The couple met while working in Nigeria and 
married in December 1995. Their latest excursion set out on May 15 this year and they will return to 
Didsbury in May of2000 for a three month furlough. They will return to Nigeria and will remain there 
until 2006. The Snyders send weekly letters to their family telling about their day to day experiences, 
and we at the Review believe it will be of interest to our readers. 


Greetings from Jos. We have 
had a lot of rain this week. 
Several days there has been 
more than two inches. Students 
in the elementary classes are 
dismissed at 3 p.m., so wouldn't 
you know that it starts raining 
at 2:55 p.m. We have sheet metal 
roofs here so it can be fairly 
noisy when it rains. Janet had 
trouble making herself heard 
teaching sixth grade library 
skills. 

We chaperoned an eighth 
grade party last night and all 
but one student came. The ac¬ 
tivities planned were for outside 
but the lights on the court didn't 
work and then it rained. We had 
a few indoor activities but some 
of them were too 'undignified' 
for eighth graders. They wanted 
to dance, but school policy says 
that they may not dance at class 
parties. There were some un¬ 
comfortable minutes, but even¬ 
tually we interested them in 
some gymnastic-type activities 
and the party ended well. Next 
time ... 

Thursday night we went out 
to a Lebanese restaurant with 
two hostel parents, Janet and 
Bob Ellison. The meal was very 
good and the fellowship was 
great. We got talking about fur¬ 
lough experiences and laughed 
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long and loud. I was almost 
rolling on the floor when Bob 
told us about the couple from 
their home church who advo¬ 
cated going shopping at one 
o'clock in the morning so that 
they could get roasted chickens 
at half price. Bob was all for 
sleeping. We explained that we 
scrounged through the trash 
can at the post office to get 
several coupon books for 
Safeway. Life in Nigeria is so 
different that looking back on 
experiences like these makes 
them seem very funny. Even 
though Jos has a population of 
about 400,000 there are no all- 
night stores that we know of. 
Anyway, no one in their right 
mind would be out after mid¬ 
night unless it was an emer¬ 
gency. 

The water is flowing from the 
city again. Maybe the water 
board and the electricity suppli¬ 
ers made peace. It's nice to be 
able to wash clothes without 
feeling that we need to collect 
rain water. Petrol is still not 
available from the stations with¬ 
out waiting in very long lines, 
but Hillcrest has its own supply 
so we aren't bothered. Just the 
other day I was contemplating 
that our life here is very good. 
God has given us health and 
supplies all of our needs. Truly 
we are very fortunate. Sure we 
watch for snakes and other 
creepy crawlies. One of our stu¬ 
dent's father came in contact 
with a caterpillar-like creature 
last week and almost died of an 
allergic reaction. The environ¬ 
ment here is not as friendly as 
back home so it's wise to be alert. 

Bob Ellison told us about his 
experiences with NEPA (Nige¬ 
rian Electric Power Authority - 


our electric company). It was 
quite comical so I just have to 
share it. The postal system here 
is less than efficient so NEPA 
delivers their bills door to door. 
The bills are produced and proc¬ 
essed in the neighbouring state 
so are often quite late. This past 
week the NEPA man brought 
the April bill to the hostel and 
told Bob that since their pay¬ 
ment was overdue they needed to 
pay it immediately or their elec¬ 
tricity would be cut off. Of course, 
Bob had sent one of his workers 
down to the NEPA office several 
times before trying to find out 
what they owed so they could pay 
their bill, but since the bills come 
from another state the NEPA 
office here didn't know what was 
owed so the bill could not be paid. 
Bob sent Michael down the next 
morning with the money to pay 
the bill. Two hours later Michael 
returned to the hostel with the 
money and the unpaid bill. After 
almost two hours of being made 
to wait at the NEPA office, 
Michael was finally told that 
NEPA did not have electricity 
and therefore could not print 
receipts so would not take the 
money. What a country. We just 
have to laugh sometimes or else 
we would get so frustrated we 
would give ourselves ulcers. 

Please pray for Janet Nickel 
who is not feeling well. It is not 
much fun being sick here. She 
was so sick on Friday night that 
she couldn't get out of bed with¬ 
out being nauseated. When you 
live by yourself and don't have 
telephone, how do you get some¬ 
one to come help you. It wasn't 
until Saturday morning that she 
was able to get someone to get 
the nurse.

At Christmas in 1992, when my second cousin Anders Karl 
Botn wrote from Norway, he told us that his niece Gjertrud 
Maurstad had qualified for The World College Program and 
had hoped to come to Lester B. Pearson College in BC but 
more kids had qualified than there were available positions 
and Gjertrud missed the final cut. She was now in the 
International Baccalaureate Program in Trondheim but if 
she had a year of English in Canada it would have made her 
future studies a lot easier. 

Ralph and I knew right away what we wanted to do. First, 
however, we had to find out if it was possible and of course if 
Gjertrud was interested. We talked to the School Superin¬ 
tendent, our County Councillor, Cremona School Principal, 
Cremona School teachers, our local Sons of Norway Lodge 
and family members. Everyone was supportive and encourag¬ 
ing. Then we wrote to Gjertrud and her parents. Gjertrud's 
first reaction was to burst into tears, but when she calmed 
down a bit she was pleased to accept our offer. She arrived in 
early August of 1993 and we immediately whisked her off to 
a week at Trollhaugen Culture Camp where she taught 
Norwegian song dance. 

In September she began taking the bus to Cremona High 
School where she had enrolled in the Grade 12 Academic 
Program. She took English, Social Studies, Math, Biology, 
Chem and Physics. Her final marks ranged from 82 to 94. She 
returned to Norway in July of '94 just a couple of weeks short 
of a year spent in Canada. We were all sorry to have the year 
end and we felt that everyone had benefited from the experi¬ 
ence. 

Meanwhile Tomomi Kakeya from Japan and Karla Gonzales 
from Mexico were also going to school in Cremona under the 
Foreign Student Exchange Program. The girls became good 
friends, and participated in all school activities including the 
Graduation Exercises. Gjertrud, on the strength of her 
academic achievement, was granted early acceptance by the 
University of Calgary, but decided to go home to Norway and 
finish the IB program. She is now in university in Trondheim 
and has one and a half years to go on her degree in Civil 
Engineering. Tomomi and Karla went home as well. Tomomi 
is at the U of Kyoto studying International Relationships. 
Karla is at the U if Chihuahua in Business Management. 

Gjertrud works summers as a guide at Alstahaug which is 
in Northern Norway and is the Church of Petter Dass. She 
guides tour camps in German, English and Norwegian. She 
has been saving her money and this year she flew first to 
Karla's home in Chihuahua, Mexico and then "home" to us. 
Tomomi flew to Chihuahua as well and then to her host family 
in Cremona. The three of them had a wonderful time together 
in Mexico and we are delighted to have Gjertrud with us. We 
only wish it were for longer than two weeks. 

The Foreign Student Exchange Program may be one of the 
brightest lights in a dark world of war, hatred and misunder¬ 
standing. In the last few days it has become painfully obvious 
that the World Economic System is tied together in one great 
intricate mess wherein one country's monetary resources can 
make or break another's. All around us we have horrible 
evidence of the carnage that is bred by hatred and suspicion 
and intolerance. Wouldn't it be wonderful if the next genera¬ 
tion could come to know each other as friends even if their 
backgrounds were as diverse as say, a Japanese, a Norwegian 
and a Mexican? 1 realize that three, nicely brought up, 
civilized young women going to school in Cremona do not 
exactly constitute a World Peace Talk initiative and none of 
us can claim hero status for our part in their experience, but 
it's a start and it proves a point. If we had access to some Serb, 
Croat or Palestinian kids could we make a difference? I think 
I might be willing to begin with a nice little Irish Catholic.

and Wildlife Officer from 

_ Olds, says that he received 

two complaints last week 
about the creature. One was from Stevenson and the other was 
from a lady who had seen a badger running through her yard. 

Lyons advised Stevenson to open his garage door at night to 
let the badger out. The animal left in the middle of the night, and 
hasn't been heard from since. 

Lyons says that it's common for badgers to be around, but not 
in town. 

"Sometimes they get lost and make a mistake and then come 
into town," Lyons said. "It had just made a mistake by coming 
into the town." 

Lyons is quite sure that the badger has left Didsbury and 
returned to the wild, but if it does return, he has some tips for 
dealing with the animal. 

"Badgers are a wild animal, and a tough animal. They could 
injure a dog," he said. 

He said that badgers will not attack unless they are provoked. 
If they feel threatened, he said they will defend themselves. 

He advises people to keep their children and pets indoors, if 
they think they have a badger in their yard. He asks that 
children don't tease the animal, because there is a possibility it 
may attack. 

"If you see a badger, or any other sort of wildlife, just call and 
let us know. Don't try and get close and discourage pets from 
approaching, and there won't be any trouble," Lyons said. 

If you do see this badger again, or any other wild animals, you 
can call Lyons at 556-4215.

Back-to-school clean-up 
crews have been busy at Olds 
Koinonia Christian School as 
students, parents and even 
grandparents have been lend¬ 
ing a helping hand to complete 
various maintenance and con¬ 
struction projects. Countless 
hours of volunteer labour have 
been done throughout August 
in preparation for this week's 
re-opening of classes as OKCS 
stands ready to welcome stu¬ 
dents into its 17th year of 
operation.

A bus service from many out¬ 
lying communities is also 
available at OKCS and is used 
by almost 60% of its students. 

With about 15 full-time 
teachers onboard, Koinonia 
welcomes a new name to the 
staff list this year with the 
addition of Miss Erin Wiebe.

CWB fast-tracks cash advance 
programs for wheat and barley 


Cash advances for CWB 
grains will be available to farm¬ 
ers beginning Sept. 2 - two 
weeks earlier than originally 
scheduled. 

The program is normally 
scheduled to start mid-Septem¬ 
ber but, given the early har¬ 
vest, the CWB and Agricul¬ 
ture and Agri-Food Canada 


fast-tracked the process. Ap¬ 
plication forms will be in coun¬ 
try elevators for the start of 
the program. 

The CWB administers the 
cash advance program (the Ag¬ 
ricultural Marketing Pro¬ 
grams Act) on behalf of the 
federal government. Cash ad¬ 
vances provide farmers with 


cash flows by advancing money 
on farm-stored grain and give 
farmers the flexibility to meet 
their expenses after harvest 
and before crops are sold. Cash 
advances are repaid by farm¬ 
ers from later grain deliveries. 

The CWB is one of the 
world's largest wheat and bar¬ 
ley exporters, with annual 


sales revenues approaching $6 
billion. The CWB markets 
Prairie-grown wheat and bar¬ 
ley to over 70 countries around 
the world. As the farmers' sin¬ 
gle-desk marketing agency, the 
CWB returns all sales rev¬ 
enues, less the costs of mar¬ 
keting, to wheat and harley 
farmers in Western Canada.

The 1998 harvest continues to race along. While most of the province saw favourable harvest 
weather this past week, a few areas received heavy thunder showers which slowed harvest 
progress and lowered crop quality. 

Almost one half of this year's crop has been harvested, well above the ten-year average of 7%.

A number of significant ag¬ 
riculture and food industry 
trade shows occur in the fall 
and winter. Trade shows can 
be important and valuable for 
those who participate, but par¬ 
ticipate is a key word. To maxi¬ 
mize the time and money you 
invest in attending a trade 
show you need to plan a course 
of action. 

1. Consider your objectives 
for participating and define 
the cost/benefit and impact on 
your business. Objectives 
might include: create an im¬ 
pression; maintain an image; 
establish sales leads; increase 
sales; introduce new products 
or introduce old products to a 
new audience. 

Exhibiting at a trade show 
can cost thousands of dollars: 
show fees, design and con¬ 
struction of a booth, cost of 
samples, supplies and equip¬ 
ment, freight, staff, travel, 
accommodation and meals. 
Trade shows can be cost effec¬ 
tive and a good use of your 
time. At a trade show poten¬ 
tial buyers come to you and 
may save you many days iden¬ 
tifying and visiting potential 
companies. Trade shows al¬ 
low you to hear from targeted 
customers. 

2. Choose the Correct Trade 
Show: Before you make a com¬ 
mitment evaluate the trade 
show to make sure the audi¬ 


ence is representative of your 
potential buyers. Find out who 
attends the show as well as 
who exhibits. If the show has 
some history, organizers can 
often provide a profile of 
attendees and some indicators 
of sales. Admission to many 
industry trade shows is re¬ 
stricted to industry person¬ 
nel. Are the attendees from 
the types of companies to 
which you would like to sell? 
Do the representatives attend¬ 
ing have purchasing power or 
influence? 

Attend the show as an ob¬ 
server. Evaluate the pre show 
publicity. Consider how well 
the show is organized. Walk 
the entire show area to get an 


idea of heavy traffic areas. 
Check out the products, serv¬ 
ices and prices that you will 
compete with as well as the 
style and sophistication of 
your competitors' sales and 
promotion methods. Talk to a 
few exhibitors who sell non¬ 
competitive products. Ask how 
many people stop at the booth 
and if sales can be traced to 
the show? Would they attend 
again? 

3. Prepare and train for the 
show. Information on this as¬ 
pect of working a trade show 
is available from many 
sources and can be valuable 
for first time exhibitors. Check 
local libraries for books on 
exhibiting. Advertise to cur¬ 


rent customers that you will 
be at the show. Public rela¬ 
tions, product knowledge, 
salesmanship, and show dis¬ 
counts are key items to con¬ 
sider at this stage. 

4. Follow up can mean the 
difference between an inter¬ 
ested contact and a sale. Con¬ 
tact visitors in person, by mail 
or telephone within 10 days of 


the show. 

5. Keep records and evaluate 
the show. For each show at¬ 
tended record show attendance, 
profile of booth visitors, number 
of qualified leads, cost per lead, 
sales and so on. Records will 
enable you to evaluate attend¬ 
ance at future shows and assess 
which shows are providing the 
most benefit to your company.

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split the bull riding with 81s for 
$1,039. Bell, the rookie from Hou¬ 
ston, BC, jumped from eighth to 
fifth in the standings. 

Canadian champion Joe Lucas 
posted a run of 8.1 seconds in the 
roping for $1,058, which carried 
his season earnings to $13,600 and 
change and likely clinched his 17th 
CFR appearance. 


Winning the barrel racing at 
Oliver was hometown girl, Leasa 
Conley, a permit holder, with her 
first pro victory. In other barrel 
racing news, Joan Hager, a CFR 
qualifier for the last five years, 
fractured a bone on the outside of 
her left knee, when her eight- 
year-old sorrel slipped and fell 
rounding a barrel at Jasper. De¬ 
spite the injury, the fiesty 5'4" 
cowgirl is hoping to compete at 
the Labour Day rodeos in 
Armstrong, Okotoks and Merritt, 
making a final effort to make her 
sixth Canadian Finals. She sits 
in 12th spot now, just $1,276 out 
of an appearance in Edmonton 
this fall. 

"They say absolutely no weight - 
bearing for six weeks," she said, 
"but... you know ... in our busi¬ 
ness. They told me when I left the 
hospital I'd be crazy if I tried to 
ride any sooner. 

"If I had to ride today, I couldn't 
do it," Hager said, "but I've got 12 
days left before I have to decide." 

Also at Oliver, Rod Warren and 
novice Ben Louis split the bronc 
with 80s on Harvey Northcott's 
old campaigner Houdini. For 
Warren, this is just more ammu¬ 
nition for his desire to finish 
among the top five in the world. 
As he explains it, the lead five are 
the last to go each night at the 
National Finals. 

Bill Boyd captured the bare- 
back riding with an 85 in Bonus 
Round. And, a third place cheque 
for $461 by brother Albert boosted 
him back into the top 10 in 
Canada.

Seasonal event earnings 
records have already been set in 
the bronc riding and steer wres¬ 
tling. Glen O'Neill, who caught 
fourth in the Oliver bronc riding, 
has won almost $34,000, well above 
the record $29,317 established by 
Rod Hay last year. Prior to that, 
the record was set by Mel Coleman 
in 1984. And steer wrestler Lee 
Graves, who split second at Oliver, 
has collected more than $27,700 
this year, well above the old mark 
of $24,854 set by Lee Laskosky in 
1993. 

There was only one rodeo last 
weekend, but it meant another 
mention in the record book for two- 
time Canadian ladies barrel rac¬ 
ing champ Debbie Guelly. Thanks 
to a second place finish at the 
Oliver Kinsmen Rodeo in the 
south Okanagan rodeo, Guelly 
picked up $470 to increase her 
earnings for the year to $27,321, a 
regular season record. 

She eclipsed the old high of 
$27,315 set by Leslie Schlosser 
last year. Schlosser took the record 
away from Guelly, who established 
the previous high of $27,207 in 
1995. 

Guelly has also been quietly 
moving up in the world chart and 
snuck inside the top 15 for the 
first time this year the week previ¬ 
ous to Oliver. She's now earned in 
excess of $30,000 going into the 
Labor Day weekend. It took just 
over $32,000 to make the 15-con¬ 
testant cut for the National Finals 
last year, but that's sure to rise 
significantly this time around. 
Guelly already has one NFR ap¬ 
pearance (1995) to her credit.
